Claims 1-35 have been canceled. Claim 36 is pending. 



3. The objection to claim 24 for minor informality is rendered moot in view of applicants' 
cancellation of this claim. 

4. The rejection of claims 20-24, 30, 32-35 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pancheri (US Patent No. 5,73 1,279) is withdrawn in view of applicants' cancellation of 
these claims. 

5. Claim 36 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pancheri (US 
Patent No. 5,73 1,279) for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. 

6. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 36 is indefinite in the recital of "compacting a liquid to said low density detergent 
composition" in step (e). It is suggested that the underlined terms be deleted. (Please see 
previous claim).

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants' arguments filed February 11, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With respect to the rejection based upon Pancheri, Applicants argue that there is no 
suggestion in Pancheri of the selection of PEG of the present type, at the present levels, and its 
use with a mixture of the present type, to prepare tablets. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the above arguments because Pancheri in col. 
5, lines 8-10, teaches that the cleaning compositions may be in tablet form. In Examples II-IV, 
Pancheri teaches admixing 0.5 wt% polyvinylpyrroUdone (PVP) to the mixture of base granules 
and agglomerates and in col. 24, lines 36-49, Pancheri teaches that compositions containing PVP 
can also contain polyethylene glycol (PEG) having an average molecular weight from about 500 
to about 100,000, the ratio of PEG to PVP on a ppm basis delivered in wash solutions is from 
about 2: 1 to about 50: L The molecular weight and proportions of PEG overlaps with those 
recited Hence, a person of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to incorporate 
PEG in its optimum proportion with PVP as an admixture with the base granules and 
agglomerates and form a tablet because the broad teachings of Pancheri encompass these aspects.
